You may well know that the pass tubes in the PS-3 are type 1619. they are NOT 
metal 6L6 tubes. The 1619 was no doubt available cheaply to Heath as surplus when 
they designed the PS-2 and PS-3. They are 2.5 volt filament directly heated 
cathode tubes, and you may want to keep them on your wanted list for ham fests. 
(The AES price is now a bit over $9.) 


I note from my PS-3 schematic that the two series-ed filter caps (20uF at 350 
vote) are not equalized for differing leakage. You may well want to add 10K or so 
in parallel with each if you replace those caps for reliable operation. 


The Heath regulated supplies are quite handy. I have a later one here - the 
IP-17. It uses two 6L6GC?s as the pass tubes, has both current and voltage 
meters, changeable 6.3 and 12.6 volt filament output, and the bias supply. 


On all these, if you are planning to experiment with simple tube transmitters, you 
can bring out the unregulated B+ line for use as the high voltage plate supply. I 
have not added another output terminal on mine, but I expect to. This gives you a 
fixed plate supply in addition to the variable regulated output for the driver and 
screen.

I need to remove the front panel of my R392 so I can access the RF Deck. I 
think I have a bad shaft clamp on the Band Switch. 

The problem is that I have a different DIAL LOCK mechanism than is what in 
the T.0.'s. The T.0. version is a clamp, and it says to 


loosen the shaft bushing on the front panel and rotate it (the clamp) out 
of the way. 

My radio has a small flat plate that presses against the KC disk when 
tightened. Loosening the shaft bushing does not allow it to be rotated so I 
can't pull the front panel. The screw shaft that moves the flat plate has 
a pressed or staked bushing so I can't unscrew the shaft to disengage the 
flat plate. 

Anybody familiar with this problem? How did you solve it? The radio is in 
very good condition and I don't want to damage anything trying to get the 
front panel off.

No, I don't think so. This is a common Pierce oscillator circuit. The 
one to watch is the "Tri-tet" oscillator circuit, especially in a single 
tube transmitter using say a 6L6 or 807 or 6BG6 etc. The tri-tet can be 
horribly brutal at times on crystals! BEWARE! 


The old ARRL"one tube "slatboard" rig made from old apple crate slats 
(chassis) and with the "bellwire" coils made without a coil form usually 
using a 6F6 or 6V6 and stealing power from a receiver such as a 
Hallicrafters S-40. 


It was in the handbook for years. People who wanted more power subbed a 
6L6 and this upped the crystal current. 

It could be a "crystal cracker" rig without any apology. The Tritet 
circuit is a harmonic generator and can be very tricky to use. It does 
work, but is always risky when trying to generate maximum power output 
with a single tube transmitter.

There are some hardware changes that have to 
occur and the plate voltage should be >lowered, but the conversion does work, I'm 
told. 

This conversion is not sensible, IMO. 

A 6146 wants a lot _more_ plate voltage (not less) to perform properly (i.e. 
linearly & efficiently) than a 6BJ6.? Plus a different tube socket. 

Old Man Drake (was there one?) used 6JB6's due, in part I think,? to their high 
perveance? (see Langmuir-Child law), i.e. it makes lots of power with lower plate 
voltage (see .? Lower plate voltage can lead to longer component life, better 
reliability, and less cost to build a radio. 

Same philosophy seen in R-4, -4A & -4B as they used a 6EH5 audio output tube--also 
high perveance type, rather than a 6AQ5 


BTW, no less than Old Man (Art) Collins himself used a high perveance audio output 
tube in their 75S-* series of receivers, a 6BF5, for same reasons.

I remember my engineer friend and mentor telling me about the then 
new Collins designs with low plate voltages. There are a number of 
advantages to that including reducing heat load. Collins also used some 
advanced circuits like common cathode mixers. Not all work as intended 
but the designs are still interesting and innovative. 

So are Drake's designs and history has shown that the Drake 
equipment has proven easier to maintain over a long life. 

Innovative design is not always successful as a survey of 
Hallicrafters equipment will show. 

Engineering of commercial equipment is very complex, all sorts of 
factors have to be taken into account that may not be obvious at first 
glance, not least of which are final cost and manufacturing and 
marketing considerations. I once had a correspondent who was a food 
engineer, yup, designed mass produced food products. All those oddly 


named chemicals in your pie are there for a reason. No reason if you 
make just one but things change if you make a million at a time.

>> There have been 6146 conversions. There are some hardware changes that have to 
occur and the plate voltage should be >lowered, but the conversion does work, I'm 
told. 

> This conversion is not sensible, IMO. 

> A 6146 wants a lot _more_ plate voltage (not less) to perform properly (i.e. 
linearly & efficiently) than a 6BJ6. Plus a different tube socket. 

> Old Man Drake (was there one?) used 6JB6's due, in part I think, to their high 
perveance (see Langmuir-Child law), i.e. it makes lots of power with lower plate 
voltage (see . Lower plate voltage can lead to longer component life, better 
reliability, and less cost to build a radio. 

> Same philosophy seen in R-4, -4A & -4B as they used a 6EH5 audio output tube-- 
also high perveance type, rather than a 6AQ5 

> 

> BTW, no less than Old Man (Art) Collins himself used a high perveance audio 
output tube in their 75S-* series of receivers, a 6BF5, for same reasons.
